REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of 
the Town of Greenwood: 


T herewith submit my fourth. annual report of your 
schools. 


The fiscal year closes with the employment of the same 
teachers as the previous year, and the same loyalty and co- 
operation continues. 


I can again assure you that the ability and progress of 
the pupils in each and every school compares most favorably 
not only with the other schools in the five towns of this union 
but with the general school standards throughout the State. 
The Greenwood pupils now attending secondary school are 
making good records. 


Due to the large unexpended balance from the 1938 ac- 
count and to the fact that fewer pupils are in attendance at 
high school than was anticipated the books are again closing 
With a good balance. However, it seems impossible to greatly 
decrease the general appropriation since only three pupils 
will be graduated from, high school in June, while eleven 
additional pupils are expected to be eligible for high school 
this fall. You will notice that the amount received from the 
State Equalization board is considerably less than last year 
and there will be but approximately the same amount next 
year as this. 


Your committee and your superintendent are fully aware 
that the expenditures for high school tuition and for convey- 
ance is burdensome to the taxpayers but when one considers 
the cost of maintaining a high school in town and of main- 
taining elementary schools to provide for the children now 
conveyed, there is no question as to the economy of the pres- 
ent arrangements, 
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To some the expense for janitor service may seem large, 
but those who are in a position to know realize that this 
work at Lockes Mills demands much time, labor and_ pa- 
tience and that we are most fortunate in having the faith- 
ful and efficient services of Mr. Bennett. 


The expense for textbooks and supplies has been less this 
year because of these needs having been provided for from 
the larger equalization fund of last year. 


The repairs for the year have been taken care of with the 
small appropriation of $150. The shingling at Richardson 
Hollow, the new ceiling in one of the rooms at Lockes Mills 
and repairs on the heating plant at Lockes Mills constitute 
the major expenditure while minor repairs have been, this 
year, as always, necessary in all the buildings. 


Since January first an emergency arose which demanded 
the installation of a new electric pump for the water system 
at Lockes Mills. With this expense to be met together with 
that of the needed painting of the exterior of the Lockes 
Mills building a larger appropriation for repairs seems in- 
evitable. 


IT am closing this report with the hope that the statements 
I have made will be of value to you as you consider the edu- 
cational needs of your boys and girls. 


With grateful appreciation to the Superintending School 
Committee, citizens, parents, teachers and pupils whose co- 
operation has added to the efficiency of our schools, I res- 
pectfully submit this report.

WARRANT FOR TOWN MEETING 


To J. R. Bennett, a constable in the town of Greenwood in 
the County of Oxford, GREETING: 

In the name of the State of Maine, you are hereby direct- 
ed to notify and warn the inhabitants of the Town of Green- 
wood, qualified by law to vote in said town, to meet at Town 
Hall, at Locke’s Mills Village in said town, on Monday, the 
fourth day of March, 1940, at ten o’clock in the forenoon, to 
act on the following articles, to wit: 


Article 1. To choose a moderator to preside at said 
meeting. 


Art. 2. To choose a clerk for the ensuing year, 


Art. 3. To see if the town will vote to accept the report 
of the municipal officers for the year of 1939. 


Art. 4. To choose selectmen, assessors, and overseers of 
the poor for the ensuing year. 


Art. 5. To choose a town treasurer for the ensuing year. 


Art. 6. To see if the town will vote to elect road commis- 
sioner or commissioners, establish their number and fix their 
pay. 


Art. 7. To choose a commissioner or commissioners. 


Art. 8. To choose one member of the school committee 
for three years, and all other necessary town officers for the 
ensuing year. 

Art. 9. To raise money for free high school tuition and 
the support of common schools. 

Art. 10. To raise money for the purchase of textbooks. 


Art. 11. To raise money for the repair of schoolhouses, 
and insurance on school houses. 


Art. 12 To raise money for the supplies of the common 
schools. 
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Art. 138. To see if the sum of $25.00 or more, will be 
raised for school nursing in the town of Greenw ood, under 
the auspices of the Bureau of Health of the State Depart- 
ment of Health and Welfare. 


Art. 14. To see what sum the town will appropriate for 
State aid road construction (in addition to the amounts reg- 
ularly raised for the care of ways, highways and bridges) 
under the provisions of Section 19, Chapter 28, Revised Sta- 
tutes of 1930, or under the provisions of Section 3, Chapter 
229, Publie Laws of 1937. 


Art. 15. To see what sum, if any, the town will recom- 
mend to take from the joint State aid account for the pur- 
pose of applying bituminous surface treatment to State aid 
road, in excess of the requirments of Section 2, Chapter 182, 
Publie Laws of 1935. 


Art. 16, ‘To raise money for snow bills. 


Art. 17. To raise money for the support of roads and 
bridges. 

Art. 18. To raise money for the maintenance of State and 
State aid roads. 

Art. 19. To see if the town will vote to raise the sum of 
not less than $775.00 which is required by law for the main- 
tenance of third class roads. 

‘Art. 20. To raise money for interest for the ensuing 
year. 

Art, 21. To raise money for town officers’ bills and mis- 
cellaneous expenses. 

Art. 22. To raise money for street lights. 


Art. 23. To see what sum per day the town will pay the 
selectmen for their services. 


Art. 24. To see what sum per hour the town will vote to 
pay men, teams, and trucks with driver, for labor on the 
highway. 


Art. 25. To see if the town will vote to buy the treasur- 
er’s and tax collector’s bond. 
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Art. 26. To raise a sum of money for Memorial Day ob- 
servance and name that sum. 

Art. 27. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise toward paying notes and name that sum. 

Art. 28. To see if the town will raise money for the sup- 
port of poor and name that sum. 

Art. 29. To see if the town will authorize the treasurer 
to hire such sums of money as may be necessary to pay the 
current expenses of the town before taxes are collected and 
give notes of the town for such sums; said notes to be paid 
from assessment of 1940, on or before February 1, 1941, 
said sum not to exceed in the aggregate $18,000.00. 

Art. 30. To see if the town will vote to instruct the sup- 
erintending school committee to re-open any closed school, 
whenever they deem it advisable. 

Art. 31. To see if the town will authorize the selectmen 
to sell real estate acquired by tax liens. 

Art. 32. To see if the town will authorize the selectmen 
to enter into contract with the Central Maine Power Co. for 
an additional street light near W. C. Kimball’s. 

Art. 33. To see if the Town will pay the members of the 
school committee for their services for 1939. 

Art. 34. To see if the Town will authorize the selectmen 
to sell or lease the Town Farm. 

Art. 35. To transact any other business that may legally 
come before said meeting. 


The Selectmen will be in session at nine o’clock on the day 
of said meeting, for the purpose of correcting the list of 
voters. 


Hereof fail not, and have you there this warrant with 
your doings thereon.
